MADRID, July 7.—The Ministry 
of Defense announced late today 
the capture of an insurgent artil- 
lery section, occupation’ of the town 
of Villanueva de la Canada and the 
death of the insurgent commander 
in the battle era west of Madrid. 

A communique said a large quan- 


tity of ammunition was captured 
along with 100 prisoners, among 
them an artillery captain. 

“This captain, when taken before 
the general staff, expressed great 
surprise upon seeing it composed 
exclusively of Spanish officers since 
he had been told in the insurgent 
army that Government troops were 
led by foreigners,” the communique 
said. 

“Our medical service found a 
large number of bodies of insurgent 
troops between the town of Vil- 
lanueva de la Canada and the sur- 
rounding country. This service also 
has taken care of many wounded. 

“This morning our troops started 
a strong attack on Quijorna where 
Government aviation made an in- 
tensive bombing.” 

Rebels Admit Setback. 

Military sources at Irun con- 
firmed Government reports. that 
insurgent lines in South Escorial 
had been broken in heavy fighting. 

Government commanders threw 
25,000 men against Gen. Francisco 
Franco’s forces in the vicinity of 
Navalcarnero, his main supply base 
and concentration point. 

Government _ soldiers concen- 
trated much of their attack on cut- 
ting a network of roads over which 
supplies have been sent to msur- 
gents in the Caso de Campo and 
University City sectors of Madrid. 

Gen. Jose Miaja’s Government 
army now has a salient extending 
15 miles west of the beleaguered 
capital past insurgent siege po- 
sitions. 

An official communique in Ma- 
drid said a “very hard” battle was 
under way and that strong insur-

The shooting occurred when sevy- 
eral hundred pickets were dis- 
persed from the Inner gates of the 
plant by police and special officers. 

Witnesses’ Accounts. 

Witnesses said the trouble began 
shortly after noon when pickets 
closed in on a truck approaching 
the plant. 

A squad of 25 or 30 officers, led 
by Chief of Police A. L. Lively, 
drove up and there was a brief 
clash, with policemen using their 
clubs and pickets wielding home- 
made clubs. 

Bruce Hembree, who 
fight, said: 

“The officers then drew their pis- 
tols and _ started shooting. It 
seemied like there were about 500 
shots. Some of .1e men jumped 
on the officers and took one of the 
pistols away. That’s how the offi- 
cers got shot.” 

The fleeing pickets threw stones 
and clubs at the officers as they 
retreated. Several policemen and 
pickets were injured by clubs.

Mrs. Nellie Tipton Muench, at

POLICE BOARD SAVES $1000 
BY SEEKING GASOLINE BIDS 


Lets Month’s Contract at 12.2 Cents 
a Gallon, a Reduction 
of 1% Cents. 
Gasoline for the Police Depart- 


ment for the present month will be 
supplied by Parkalot, Ine., 401 
North Wharf, at a saving of ap- 


roximately $1000 as compared with 
the last allotment of gasoline pur- 
chased by the preceding Police 
Board, Frank B. Coleman, purchas- 
ing agent of the new board, told re- 
porters today. 

Coleman said that, after consult- 
ing various dealers on prices, ‘he 
had obtained a price of 12.2 cents a 
gallon from the Parkalot concern, 
1% cents a gallon cheaper than the 
former board paid the Security Oil 
Co., which in the last several years 
sold virtually all the gasoline used 
by the department. In _ addition, 
Coleman said, the Parkalot firm 
would deliver the gasoline wherever 
it was needed, thus saving cost of 
operating the department tank car, 
to which the Security Oil Co. de- 
livered the gasoline formerly, the 
tank* car, in turn, delivering it to 
the various stations. 

Estimate of the total gasoline 
needed this month was about 50,000 
gallons, Coleman said. Specifica- 
tions will be drawn soon and bids 
asked on a year’s supply. Depart- 


' ment records, Coleman said, showed 


that the last gasoline purchased by 
the preceding board from the Se- 
curity Oil Co. was 43,461 gallons for 
$5584 during June, 13.7 cents a gal- 
lon.

TOBACCO RETAILERS PROTEST 
AGAINST CIGARETTE TAX 


Resolution Against Special Levy 
Presented to Mayor 
Dickmann. 

A resolution protesting against 


the cigarette tax recently passed by 
the Board of Aldermen was pre- 
sented to Mayor Dickmann today 
by Sam Goodman, representing the 
Retail Cigar Dealers’ Association, 


and J. C. Cambria, executive secre- 
tary of the Mississippi Valley To- 
bacco Distributors’ Association. It 
was adopted a few days ago at a 
general meeting of wholesale ane 
retail grocers, tobacco dealers ana 
chain store proprietors. 

The proposed tax—1 cent a pack- 
age on cigarettes costing 15 cents:a 
package or less and 2 cents a pack- 
age on those costing more than 15 
cents—was assailed as “unjust, in- 
equitable and discriminatory,” the 
resolution pointing out that it 
would result in loss of business to 
st. Louis merchants. 

The Mayor has before him for 
action the cigarette tax and three 
other special tax measures enacted 
by the Aldermen. He has an- 
nounced that he would approve 
them unless $7,000,000 in back 
taxes is collected by July 18, the 
last day on which he may sign or 
veto the tax bills. About half this 
amount has been collected to date.

ST. CHARLES NEARLY TRIPLES 
MARRIAGE LICENSE BUSINESS 


Number Issued Since July 1, This 
Year, Total 64, as Against 
23 in 1936. 

Almost three times as many mar- 
riage licenses have been issued in 
St. Charles since July 1, when an 
Illinois law went into effect requir- 
ing applicants to undergo physical 
examinations to show freedom 
from venereal diseases, as in the 
same period last year. The num- 
ber was 64 this year and 23 Mist. 

The figures indicate that St. 
Charles may be destined to sup- 
plant Waterloo and other Illinois 
towns ‘as the favorite spot of elop- 
ers from St. Louis and neighboring 
communities. Recorder Harry C. 
Suellentrop of St. Charles County 
said the figures do not, however, 
show any pronounced tendency of 
Illinois residents to evade the law 
of their State by marrying in Mis- 
souri. 

Of the 64 licenses issued since 
July 1, 27 went to pairs from Illi- 
nois, and in the same period last 
year only six were issued to IIli- 
noisans. However, the percentage of 
licenses going to Illinois residents 
has frequently been equaled.

Won't Reveal Details of Bel- 
gian Premier’s Pursuit of 
International Agreement.

LONDON, July 7.—Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain told the 
House of Commons today that Pre- 
mier Paul van Zeeland of Belgium, 


fresh from talks with. President 
Roosevelt, is further pursuing the 
possibility of a broad international 
economic agreement. 

The Prime Minister tartly re- 
fused, however, to disclose any de- 
tails of negotiations thus far. 

Van Zeeland, he said, is proceed- 
ing with inquiries “to endeavor to 
ascertain how far it is possible to 
obtain agreements on certain gen- 
eral principles of economic policy 
among a number of states, includ- 
ing the signatories of the tripartite 
currency agreement.” 

France, Great Britain and the 
United States, using huge gold- 


‘purchase funds, have co-operated. 


under the tripartite agreement in 
working toward currency stabiliza- 
tion. 

Chamberlain returned an abrupt 
“no” to Laborite Emanuel Shin- 
well’s question whether Van Zee- 
land is “the only vehicle of the 
United Kingdom’s expression.” 

(The Belgian Premier was dele- 
gated by France and Great Britain 
to sound out world opinion on a 
possible international economic 
agreement that would spur world 
trade through the elimination of 
trade barriers. He had long talks 
with President Roosevelt in late 
June, and early this week reported 
to the British Prime Minister on 
the results of his visit.)

Through earlier appointments by 
President Harding, Guffey contend- 
ed, “the court was soundly and 
solidly packed to such an extent 
that legislation to protect the farm- 
er and workingman was ddomed al- 
most before it was passed.”

Judge Joynt Rules That Payment 
Cannot Be Made From Funds 
of Mullanphy Estate. 

A motion filed by a group of at- 
torneys for an allowance of $15,- 
000 in fees from the Bryan Mul- 
lanphy estate, in connection with a 
suit filed several years ago to ter- 
minate a trust fund established by 
the estate, was overruled yester- 
day by Circuit Judge John W. 
Joynt. 

Under the terms of the will of 
Mullanphy, who died in 1851, one- 
third of his estate was placed in 
trust for the benefit and aid of 
transients passing through St. 
Louis westward, the City of St. 
Louis administering the fund. The 
heirs sued to terminate the trust 
contending that the purpose for 
which it was created no longer 
existed, but lost the suit in Circuit 
Court and on appeal to the State 
Supreme Court. 

The attorneys who filed the mo- 


tion, as representatives of the 
heirs in the appeal, were the firms 
of Boyle & Priest, Curlee & Teas- 
dale and George T. Priest and 
Francis M. Curlee. Judge Joynt 
held that the appeal was taken for 
the advantage of the heirs and 
their attorneys were not entitled to 
an allowance irem the trust fund. 

Judge Joynt also overruled 2 mo 
tion by the City to set aside a 
fee awarded to Richmond C. Co- 
burn as a special representative of 
the Attorney-General in the same 
case. Coburn, the late Vance J. 
Higgs and Robert J. Keefe re- 
ceived joint fees totaling $5000 as 
representatives of the Attorney-

Joyce McAllister Telis of Obtain- 
ing Ounce of Narcotics for 
$225 at Reno.

CARSON CITY, Nevada, July 7.— 
The story of how Joyce McAllister, 
Santa Barbara, Cal. student, 
helped Government agents break 
up an alleged narcotics ring at 
Reno, Nev., was a part of the rec- 
ords in Federal Court here today. 

First witness in the trial of Chris 
Hansen, suspended Federal nar- 
cotics agent charged with violating 
the narcotics law, Miss McAllister 


told yesterday how she met Han- 
sen in a Reno barroom the latter 
part of April. 

The witness said that after she 
had talked to Hansen for half an 
hour about buying nargetics, he 
told her we would “see about it.” 
The next day, she testiifed, she met 
A. V. McAvoy, who she said repeat- 
ed “the entire conversation” she 
had had with Hansen. She said 
McAvoy, at first representing him- 
self as a Government man, finally 
delivered her an ounce of narcotics 
for $225. ‘ 

She said she paid the money and 
McAvoy counted it out in the pres- 
ence of two Government agents. 
McAvoy has pleaded guilty to sev- 
eral counts in connection with the 
case.

Hand Spinning, Weaving 
Revived by W P A Women 


Blankets and Coverlets Are Made on Looms 
in Old Bryan Mullanphy School for 
City Institutions. 


Hand spinning and weaving are 
being revived by a group of wom- 
en WPA workers who have set 
up their looms in the old Bryan 
Hill School, John avenue -.nd Emily 
street. There they are carding raw 
wool, spinning it into yarn and 
weaving it into blankets and cov- 
erlets on handlooms as did their 
great-grandmothers before machine 
production relegated the old spin- 
ning wheel to the attic or the an- 
tique shop. 

The weaving project is an off- 
shoot of an attempt begun more 
than a year ago to salvage scraps 
from the W P A sewing rooms and 
make them into rag rugs. It was 
suggested that the WPA _ here 
might duplicate the work of tne 
women in Berea, Ky., who rave 
made a national market for their 
hand woolens. 

A stock of raw wool was pur- 
chased and a group of women were 
set to work carding it. This is 
the first step in making woolen 
cloth and the technique varies lit- 
tle from that of ancient times. The 
wool is rubbed between’ wire 
brushes until it is free from sticks, 
burrs and other foreign matter, 
and is rolled into short hands. It 
then goes to the spinning wheel, 
where it is spun into two-ounce

MARCH RECORD MONTH 
FOR STRIKES IN 20 YEARS 


Number Dropped 25 Pct. in April, 
Which Was 160 Pct. Above 
Like Period of 1936.

WASHINGTON, July 7. — Labor 
Department statistics disclosed to- 
day the number of strikes begin- 
ning in April was about 25 per cent 
lower than in March, when there 
were the most strikes of any month 
in 20 years. 

April’s industrial strife was un- 
usually high, the department said. 
The month showed a 160 per cent 
increase in strikes over April, 1936. 

Pecause many strikes continued 
into April, it added, the number of 
workers involved and the number 
of man-days of idleness were high- 
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er than in March. The department 
said 275 strikes continued into 
April from March, 475 began and 
the same number ended. 

A total of 177,000 workers was 
involved in strikes beginning in 
April, and 350,000 were involved in 
strikes in progress during’ the 
month.

The claim of Arthur  Foristel, 
brother of the late Edward W. 
Foristel, against his living 
brothers and sisters for a one-fifth 
interest in the Foristel Family In- 


vestment Co., which nas estimated 
net assets of $86,788, should be de- 
cided in a trial before a jury, Cir- 
cuit Judge Thomas J. Rowe ruled 
this afternoon, in denying Foris- 
tel’s motion for a temporary re- 
ceiver for the company. 

Judge Rowe, commenting on his 
ruling, said that the case was not 
one which could be decided in a 
court of equity, as the sole issue 
was whether Arthur Foristel was 
a member of the investment com- 
pany, as he contended.

The cost of his 
overhauls and repairs is problemati- 
cal. Complete motor overhauls usu- 
ally are made every 300 hours. 

The items listed do not include 
a $10 physical examination fee, 
expenditure for flying lessons — 
some persons require not more than 
$10 to $25 worth of flight instruc- 
tion—the depreciation charges on 
the machine and the cost of operat- 
ing an automobile to and from the 
airport. 

Added, too, to his flying costs is 
an additional premium on his per- 
sonal insurance. 

As for the safety question, air- 
planes are as safe as their pilots 
permit them to be. The human ele- 
ment, which is judgment plus fly- 
ing ability, is of far more impor- 
tance in the operation of an _ air- 
plane than in driving an automo- 
bile.

At 
the Bureau of Air Commerce in 
Washington an employe will motor 
vou out to Bolling field and dem- 
onstfate either one or two small 
ships which have remarkable aero- 
dynamic characteristics. They are 
virtually stall-proof. A novice can 
handle the controls in the air and 
with 15 minutes’ instruction can 
take either machine off the ground 
and land it.

SOVIET WOMAN FLYER | 


TELLS ABUUT CAREER 


Holder of Women’s Altitude 
Record, Frightened 
at First. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MOSCOW, July 7. — “I am a 
squadron commander with the rank 
of lieutenant in the Red Army Air 
Corps. 

“I hold three women’s altitude 
world records which today are be- 
ing registered with the Internation- 
al Aviation Federation. 

“Yet, up until seven years ago, 
I had never even seen an airplane.” 

These statements were written 
here by Polina Osipenko, daring 
woman flyer whose career in the 
Soviet Air Force, has attracted 
widespread attention. 

In the articie, which first ap- 
peared in “Pravda,” she says: 

“In 1930, I was working on a col- 
lective farm in Berdiansky when 
two planes made a forced landing 
near the village. I noticed with 
surprise that one of the pilots was 
a\woman. asked her it she found 
it difficult. 

“‘Not at all,’ she replied. 

“IT decided then and there I would 
be a pilot so, a week later, I went 
to the city of Kacha and applied 
for admission at the aviation 
school. 

“I argued so long with the di- 
rector of the school attempting to 
convince him I could be as good a 
military pilot as a man that, at 
length, he smiled and said: 

“‘Well, all right, but you'll have 
to pass the medical examination.’ 


Passes Examination. 

“The doctors pronounced my 
health as ‘suitable,’ and I became 
a student cadet. My hair was cut 
short, and I was given a uniform 
and a room in the cadet’s dormi- 
tory. 

“Students are never told in ad- 
vance the time of their first solo 
flight. Therefore, one day, having 
been flying with my instructor, and 
having made a rather bad landing, 
I was startled when he asked me: 

“ "Tired ?’ 

“*No,’ I replied. 

“*Then take it up again—alone,’ 
he said. 

“The plane was immediately sur- 
rounded by men students because, 
for a long time, it had been re- 
garded as something of an event— 
the first solo of the only girl cadet. 


“I took off; my throat felt dry, }- 


and my heart was pounding; no in- 
structor, no one to help me!

“So I began making regular solo 
flights, but I was still far from he.

“T went out above the water, but 
when I got there I completely iosv 
my nerve and couldn't do it. 


“Upon landing, the instructor 
asked: 
“Well, how was it? Did you 


make the loops?’ 

“ ‘No,’ I said, ‘I got too scared.’ 

“*We can’t have that,” he sa:d, 
‘go back and make two loops.’ 

Overcomes Weakness. 

“IT took of. When my plane was 
again above the water, I became 
almost paralyzed with fear, but I 
looped three time. As I came out 
of the third loop I felt a wild ex- 
hilarating happiness, and that sick- 
ening terror has never come back 
to me.

Wage of Lumber Workers Fixed 


By New Brunswick Commission

Loggers Pleased With Results of New Policy, 
Which This Year Gave Them Nearly 30 Pct. 
Increase—Living Conditions Improved. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


average wage scales, established 
under the laws of the Canadian 
Province of New Brunswick, have 
brought better cénditions to its 
lumber workers, some of whom, in 
the fishing and hunting seasons, 
are guides for sportsmen from the 
United States. 

New Brunswick, one of the lesser 
provinces of the Dominion, has not 
found it necessary to call on the 
Dominion Government at Ottawa, 
in its successful effort in behalf 
of the logger-guides. Its enactments, 
corresponding in scope to. state 
laws in the United States, have 
been so administered as to establish 
not only a minimum wage, but an 
average rate of pay, in the logging 
industry. 

Sportsmen visiting this region in 
past seasons, who have come to 
consider their guides as_ trusted 
friends, and to envy their expert- 
ness with rod, gun and woodcraft, 
have not heard this year the com- 
plaints with which they had be- 
come familiar, as to the low wages 
—sometimes as little as 50 cents a 
day—which prevailed in lumbering 
heretofore. 

Instead, they have heard expres- 
sions of satisfaction at the condi- 
tions of the past season’s work, 
with loggers’ pay at $3 for a 10- 
hour day, and a higher rate for 
overtime. Camp arrangements, 
food, bed space and health care 
have likewise undergone a marked 
improvement, through the new laws 
and the activity of the provincial 
Forest Operations Commission.

Market Improved. 

The past year, increased opera- 
tions and improved markets have 
remedied former conditions of un- 
employment. At the same time, the 
new provincial regulations, as put 
into effect by the Forest Operations 
Commission, have lifted the wage 
level. 

The commission, established by 
law in 1934, at first had power to 
fix minimum wage scales in the 
lumbering industry. It fixed a 
minimum of $32 a month for the 
pulpwood and long-lumber indus- 
tries. The depressed condition of 
the industry delayed the improving 
of conditions. 

With a change in the provincial 
government, a new policy was 
adopted, under which an average 
wage as well as a minimum was 
to be established. Last year, the 
average was fixed at $31 a month 
and board, with a $27 minimum. 

This year the commission estab- 


lished rates of $40 and $34, an in- 
crease of nearly 30 per cent in the 
average wage and 26 per cent in 
the minimum. Some wages are low- 
er than $40 and some higher, but 
the payroll average must be kept 
up to that figure. For stream- 
driving, the average pay was fixed 
at $3 a day and board, in place of 
former standards of $2 and $1.75. 
A minimum of 28 cents an hour, 
without board, for booming and 
sorting, replaced the former 2U-cent 
minimum.

SPEED OF METEORS MEASURED 
BY TELESCOPIC CAMERAS 


Device Invented by Harvard As- 
tronomer Said to Show Shooting 
Stars Have Orbits. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., July 7.— 
Successful use of a meteor speed- 
ometer to measure the velocity of 
shooting stars was announced to- 

day by Harvard University. 

The speedometer—two_ telescope 
cameras set 24 miles apart and 
pointed at the same point in space, 
50 miles above the earth’s surface 
—was perfected, the announcement 
said, by Dr. Fred L. Whipple of the 
university observatory. His report 
was contained in the current issue 
of the astronomy magazine ‘“Tele- 
scope.” 

Use of the instrument has fur- 
nished “definite proof,’ the an- 
nouncemnet added, “that many of 
the brightest meteors which flash 
through the air are, in reality, not 
aimless wanderers of space but tiny 
rock ‘planets’ traveling like’ the 
earth, in orbits around the sun.”

NAZI PAPER ASSAILS 
BINGHAM FOR LECTURE 


Refers to Ambassador’s Words 
asy “‘Public Display of 
Arrogance.” 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
BERLIN, July 7.—Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia University, and Robert W. Bing- 
ham, American Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James, were denounced 


last night by the German press for 
their glorification of democracy 
and implied criticism of Fascist 
dictatorships in their Independence 
day speeches before the American 
Society in London. 

In a London dispatch to the 
Voelkische Beobachter, Nazi party 
organ, Dr. Theodor Seibert accused 
the two Americans of “lecturing” 
others in a schoolmaster manner, 
a tendency which, he said, was in- 
creasing among Anglo-Saxons at a 
rate equal to that of British arma- 
ments. 

Pointing out that Dr. Butler had 
suggested the first part of the 
American Declaration of Independ- 
ence as a proper guide, even for 
English-speaking countries, Seibert 
wrote: 

“These principles, which he de 
scribes as ‘supreme and most re- 
fined political ideals,’ were bor- 
rowed in 1776 from the vocabulary 
of the Freneh Illuminati, and were 
opposed with fire and blood by the 
England of those times on both 
European and American soil.” 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
went so far in its editorial as to 
charge that in his speech Bingham 
served to stimulate the race in 
armaments, saying: 

“Alien Mentality.” 


“Ts an American Ambassador ac- 
credited to a European capital to 
make inflammatory speeches about 
other European peoples? American 
Ambassador Bingham in London 
has incited the so-called democ 
racies against the so-called dicta- 
torships in an absolutely incredible 
manner. This diplomat, who has 
a peaceful mission to fulfill, pro- 
claims America’s renewed interest 
in Europe, but with an appeal to 
competitive re-armament. He as- 
serts that a ‘despot’ has forced 
England and America to rearm and 
that now these two countries must 
make sure of winning the race.

HE great cities of the United States, for 
T tnree generations at least, have lived po- 
litically under the boss system. 

The boss system, briefly, is this: A party 
leader, gerferally morally ignorant and hence 
totally unscrupulous, collects a treasure fund 
annually through blackmail, decently de- 
scribed as party contributions, from the rich 
citizens of the community who hold special 
privileges. They hold franchises for utilities. 
They need inside tips on city contracts. They 
control disposal of the city’s enormous bank 
funds. They receive a rake-off on the city’s 
insurance premiums, and other similar graft- 
ing rights. 

The money thus contributed to the boss is 
paid out of blackmail from the rich into 
bribery to the. poor. The poor are cared 
for in “trouble.” Trouble may be with the 
police. It may also come with those who 
are dispensing relief money for the poor. 
Trouble may come to the poor in their rela- 
tions with the gamblers and touts and vice 
kings and liquor ringsters. The poor and 
the crooks stand together by the boss. 

The poor and the crooks support the boss. 
His roustabouts, henchmen and followers 
take care of the ballot box and his party’s 
needs at the polls. The boss’ followers stuff 
the ballot box, intimidate voters and secure 
for the boss an eternal cinch in control of 
politics.

prosperous days, this was fine and 
dandy It created a class of semi-criminal 
thugs who could do about as they pleased 
anvwhere on the right side of murder, with- 
out serious police interference and with the 
protection of the boss’ county officers oper- 
ating in the boss’ minor courts. 

In labor troubles, these semi-criminal 
thugs, having boss protection, hired out to 
the highest bidder. Sometimes the employer 
bought them; sometimes certain grafting 
leaders of organized labor bought them. 
These thugs went about, either smashing up 
the pickets and strikers for employers, or 
they were just as willing and just as effec- 
tive in breaking the employer’s windows, 
blowing up his plant and intimidating his 
non-striking workmen under the pay of la- 
bor leaders. It was a profitable and, as

those things go, an honorable criminal pro- 
fession. The labor thug’s calling had its 
status, regular and recognized, in the civil 
government of our great urban Tammanies, 
Republican as well as Democratic. 

But now, in these times of stress, the city 
boss is in trouble. He is facing a divided 
loyalty. He igs being denounced as a double- 
crosser. Which really hurts his status as a 
boss. For his observance of the honor 
among thieves was his proudest boast. His 
word was good. 

In some cities, his army of ballot-box- 
stuffing crooks or their friends and asso- 
ciates have hired out to the leaders of or- 
ganized labor. These crooks are destroying 
property, bulldozing workmen, raising the 
devil with industry as a going concern in 
our cities.

The rich business men who have hereto- 
fore supported the bosses know exactly 
where the crooks come from. They know 
they are the boss’ crooks, protected by the 
boss’ police, given the right to forage on 
the enemy by the boss’ courts. 
men who support the boss with largess are 
demanding that the boss’ crooks stop work- 
ing for hire for the labor leaders. 

Which certainly is unfair to the thugs. 
They protect the boss in his election steal- 
ing. Why shouldn’t they have a little chance 
to turn an honest penny anywhere on the 
right side of manslaughter? If the boss 
turns his police on them, they are liable to 
turn on the boss in election. If he doesn't 
turn his police on them, the rich men of the 
community will say that the boss is biting 
the hand that feeds him. 

It is a swell thing, this American system 
of special privilege, that began with the 
protective tariff and ends with the regularly 
subsidized ballot-box crook. The boss sys- 
tem is one of the major diseases that is 
weakening democracy. It is not a sporadic 
trouble, not a boil here, an eruption there, 
an itching yonder. This disease of special 
privilege is in the blood of democracy. It 
may take American government to a long, 
hard illness and possibly to death.

5, ATTACHE SERVE 
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Marine Who Flies to Latine 
American Legations Is 
Hero of Rescue. 


Special “to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOGOTA, Colombia, July 7.—The 
American Legation here prides it- 
self on the fact that its official per- 
sonnel includes the only man in the 
world who represents his Govern- 
ment as air and naval attache to 
eight nations at the same time. He 


is Capt. Clayton C. Jerome, U. S. 
M. C., who plays this role not only 
in Colombia, but also in Venezuela, 
Panama, Costa Rica, Honduras, El 
Salvador, Guatemala and Nicara- 
gua, covering the vast territory as- 
signed to him in a Grumman amphi- 
bian plane equipped with a 750- 
horsepower Wright Cyclone motor, 
which carries him periodically on 
his circuit of capitals. 

Capt. Jerome pilots the plane, 
his only companion being Sergt. 
Donald W. Houston, an airplane 
mechanic. During the early part 
of May, Capt. Jerome employed the 
amphibian in the rescue of three 
persons who had survived the crash 
of an air liner in the jungles of 
Venezuela more than two weeks be- 
fore. He landed and took off ina 
swift, rock-filled river to get them 
to a hospital. 

An official report of this exploit 
has been sent to Washington, and 
it is understood that Capt. Jerome 
has been recommended for a cita- 
tion. Seven years ago, while a Lieu- 
tenant, he was formally commend- 
ed by Major-General W. C. Neville,

Government forces, in a new of- 
fensive intended to smash insur- 
gent siege positions, were reported 
eatlier today to have extended 
their curving 15-mile salient de- 
spite a counter-attack at Brunete. 

A column of Gen. Jose Miaja’s 
militiamen, who spread through the 
insurgent line and captured Brun- 
ete Tuesday, were said in an offi- 
cial communique to have thrown 
back an insurgent counter-drive. 

“The enemy was unable to make 
them lose a single inch of ground,” 
the report said, “but on the con- 
trary they continued to advance, 
occupying new positions and cross- 
ing the Guadarrama River.” 

(As the Guadarrama River lies 
about two miles east of Brunete, 
this might mean the Government

Gains on Other Fronts. 

The communique reported gains 
on other fronts and concluded: “At 
the end of Wednesday we main- 
tained all our positions won Tues- 
day and conquered other new posi- 
tions which surpassed them in im- 
portance.”
